MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


The following interesting informe- 
tion was enclosed in a letter from Uie 
Rey. J. A. Haldate of Edinburgh, to 
the Rev. Mr. Maclay, a Baptist Minis- 
ter of this city.— Christian Herald. 


‘A letter was received this day from 
Mr. W. P. Brook, dated Sidney, New- 
South Wales, Nov. 2d, 1815, from 
which the following important inform- 
ation is extracted. 

“{ have just received a packet from 
Otahcite, the contents of which are of 
the most satisfactory and delightful 
nature. Ifthe question now be asked, 
Hath a nation changed their Gods ? I 
think beiore you receive this it may be 
answered, Yes. The Taheitan nation 
hath changed their false Gods for JE- 
Hovan the true God. The majority 
of the people of Eimeo, near a thou- 
sand, have renounced idols and pro- 
jessed themselves the worshippers of 
me true God, and they are daily in- 

‘easing. Brother Davies has six hun- 
avd and sixty in his school, whom he 
catechises and instructs; he is ready 
to sink under his labours. I long to 
be with him, as he and all his brethren 
say I may be immediately useful. 
Brother Scott was taken to his eternal 
rest in February last, leaving a young 
wife and two children. The brethren 
Davies and Nott, amidst their active 
labours, are ie ren very ill, yet 
blessed be God the Gospel flourishes 

and gains ground r apidly. I ain cal- 
Jed upon for this letter, therefore must 
‘onclude, and have enly time to add, 
that the triumphs of the Gospel! in Ei- 
meo will be considered as the most 
glorious that have been witnessed for 
many ages—Priests pubiicly burning 
their Gods—Chiefs destroying their 
Morais—pulling down their sacred al- 





tars, and cooking their viciuais with 
the materials—inen aid women eating 
together-—and group after group floc I 
ing to the Missionaries. and giving 
themselves tothe Lord. ‘The triumphs 
of ‘the Gospel will be proclaimed 
through the world, and our bnmanuel 
wil' be praised by thorisands and tens 
of thousands for what he has done in 
Eimeo”

CALEDON, 
( About 120 wziles Last of Cape Town. ) 


Mr. Seidenfaden, and Mr. Wimmer 
are joint labourers at this» place, to 
which about 400 Hottentots are at- 
tached. We rejoice to hear that the 
affairs of this settlement are tw a pros- 
serous state. "Ewenty adults have 
been baptised im the course of the 
past year, and twenty imore ore can- 
didates for thatordinance. Mr. Wiim- 
mer assured My. Read that he never 
suw the werk. flourish so much, even. 
at Bethe Isdorps It was formerly the 
wisi of Mc. Wimmer to rethrn to Beth- 
eisdorp, and Mr. Read sent a waggon 
to convey him thither; but so strong 
was the attachment of the people to his 
nvinisiry, that they would not suffer 
him to depart, uniess they also might 
go with him. 

At the recommendation of Govern- 
ment, the BritisA system of education 
has beciv introduced heve and a school 
room has beer erected. There are 
about fifty children in the school, ma- 
nv of whom can read the Bible, and 
have jear noe many hyinns, witch they 
sing in ery @. soumg service. Some 
of the peo; yle have begun to build 
theimse Ives be: ick houses. There are 
also erecting a cattle krall of brick, 
T20 feet lo: igand GOwle. Thus we 
perceive tiat religion and eivilization 
are advancing hand in hat. 


HIGH KRALL, 


( Usually called Hooge Kredl, in. the 

Drosidy, or district of Gron ite cbout 
SOO miles cast of the Cape. 

Mr. Pacalt continues to labeur at 

thts plaee,and not without goed effect. 

His ministry is. attended by two or 


three hundred people; but many of 


them, being ether saves, or servants 
to the faves, cannot attend reculer- 
iy. dhe has nearly 100 in the school, 
many of whom are adalts, and who 
are able to.read the Bible: and several 
of them can write, as well as repeat 
hymns and portions of Scripture. Te 
Pas a large garden, and a field, which 
ie peopie assist him to ¢ ultivate ; sand 
iby are rewarded for their labour by 
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partaking of itsproduce. Weare glad 
to find that corn and vegetables flour- 
ish in this settlement; ‘and that Mr. 
Pacalt enjoys the good-will of the Lan- 
drost, whe sometimes attends his 
church. This Gentleman has always 
been friendly te eur Missionaries, and 
deserve sthe warmest thanks of this So- 
clety : 

Mr. Pacalt performed a very useful 
service to our brethren intended for 
Laitakkoo, by travelling to the Cape; 
(about 300 mil S,) to meet them ou 
their arvival,.and by eonduecting them 
to the place of his residence, where 
they were kindly received, and hospi- 
ti ibly entertained; after which, suita- 
ble oxen and enides being sent frem 
Betheisdorp, they proceeded to that 
piace. 

‘Lhe brethren who continued at Higl: 
Krall about three weeks, express the 
high degree. of delight they enjoyed, 
i witnessing the power of religion or 
the hearts ef the poor Hottentots; and 
in hearing them, in their social meei- 
sngs, pour out their souls in praye! 
for this Socie ty “for ther goodtriends 
in the far land, who thought of them, 
and sent wteacher of his word among 
them.” “E think,” says one of the 
brethren. who. cives us this: account, 
thatthe Hottentots may indeed be said 
to “ strive to enter in at the strait 

cate; aud though you, my venerabla 
fathers in England, often es of the 
blessed efiect of the Gospel among the 
Heathen, yet, to form an adequate 
iea of it, you must come hither and 
Sve It. 


‘THEOPOLTS,. 


(In Aliany, formerly called Zuurland, 
about sixty mites beyond Bethelsdorp, 
N. E, ) 

Ikere Mr. Ulbricht, who was several 
years at Bethe!sdorp, now labours, and 
wath considerable success. A concern 
about religion, similar ta that noticed 
at Bethe'sdorp, has appeared here. 
‘his settlement was threatened by a 
late insurrection 1n the neighbourhood, 
bwt which was soon happily suppres- 
sed. Mr. Read informs us, that the 


report of the proceedings at this sta: 
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tion is very interesting, but it is not yet 
come to hand. 


(THORNBERG, OR VANDERWALT’S FOUN- 
TAIN.) 


In the Bushmen’s country, about five 
days’ journey north of Graaff Reinet. 
This Mission, recently commenced 

by Mr. Smit, has laboured unde: great 

discouragements, partly from the want 
of provisions, and partly from a suspi- 
cion in the minds of the natives that 
the Missionaries wished to betray them 
into the hands of the Boors, between 
whom and themselves a mortal enmi- 
ty has long existed. We trust, how- 
ever, that they are now satisfied of the 
purity of the motives which brought 
the Missionaries among them. Mir. 

Smit has been assisted by Mr. Corner, 

originally of Demerary, but late of 

Bethelsdorp ; and Jan Goeymen, a con- 

verted Hottentot. Mr, Corner is qual- 

ified. by his mechanical knewledge to 
assist them in civilization, and Mrs. 

Smit has begun to teach the Bushmen’s 

girls to knitand sew. We indulge the 

hope of hearing of the success of our 
brethren in this great and dangerous 
enterprize, among some of the most 
rude and savage of the human race. 

The establishment ofa mission among 

them will be an incalculable benefit to 

the country, and especially to Mission- 
aries and others who have occasion to 
travel through it. 


GRIQUA TOWN, 


[In the country of the Griquas, ( formerly 
called Bastard Hottentots,) north of 
ithe great river. 

At this important station, which is 
the most distant of all our African set- 
tlements, Mr. Anderson and Mr. Janz 
have laboured many years, and with 
no small degree of success. 

It is with deep concern that the Di- 
rectors have now to report the death 
of their pious and faithful Missionary, 
Mr. Janz. In our last, we stated the 
death of Mrs. Janz; there is reason to 
think that his attention to her, during 
her illness, and his grief on’ account of 
her death, was the means of hastening 
his own dissolution ; he was carried off 
by a rapid decline. Mr, Janz was a 
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man ofan excellent spirit, eminent for 
faith, self-denial, and hoiy zeal for 
God; an active, faithful disinterested 
Missionary. The people placed the 
greatest confidence in him. He visit- 
ed them from house to house, and he 
had generally some of them at his own 
for instruction. His zealcontinued to 
the end; and during the last days of 
his illness, he wwged Mr. Saas, wiio 
providentially visited Griqua Town at 
that time, frequently to preach Christ 
to the people, and wished to arise from 
his bed, to ring the bell himself, for 
calling them iogether. He died, after 
being two hours almost continually in 
rayer. 

In the last letter that Mr. Janz 
wrote, he stated, that the four native 
brethren, set apart to Missionary work 
at Graaff Reinet, were exceeding zeal- 
ous in visiting all the kralls of the Co- 
rannas and Bushmen. Mr. Janz had 
lately baptised a number of persons, 
in Mr. Anderson’s absence, and many 
more were looking forward to that or- 
dinance. He pleaded strongly for an 
increase of Missionaries at that place, . 

Mr. Helm, who laboured with Mr. 
Saas at Bethesda, having heen obliged 
to leave that place on account of his 
health, has now joined Mr. Anderson, 
at Griqua Town, to supply the place 
of our deceased brother. 

An Auxiliary Missionary Society 
has been established in Griqua Town ; 
the subscribers to which, having no 


money (for money is utterly unknown 


in that part oi ‘the world) have contri- 
buted property, which is to be sold for 
the benefit of the Society. The fol- 
lowing is a list of the subscriptions:

At a general meeting m 
Amsterdauin, in Nevember last, it was 
finelly determined that the seat of the 
Netherlands Bible Society should he 
established in that city. Under it are 
upward ls of forty sucietics ; and ihe die 
rection of theiv combined energies is 
entrusted to a committee in. Amster- 
dam. Of this National Institution 
Ins Royal Bighness the Prince of 
Orange is the patron. Many Bible 
Associations have also been formed : 
Amsterdam alene, twenty-four are 
alrendl ina state of active operation, 
A large assortinent of the Scriptures, 
in various languages, has been sent 
both to Amsterdam and Rotterdam 
2. The Grand Duchy of Berg So- 
ciety has exhibited proofs of the most 
laudable activity, and promises to be- 
come one of the most useful in Ger- 
It has collected large sums,

many. 
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and established Branclr Societies in 
various parts ef the duchy, as well as 
an active Auxiliary at Cologne, wider 

the Presidency of “Count Erast Yon 
der Lippe. Hs proceedings are mark - 
ed with great -zeal, and directed by 
sound judgment and impartiality, the 
wants of Catholics and Protestants be- 

img equally attended to. A donation 
et LOO/, psesented by Dr. Steinkopff, 

proved the means of supplying many 

soldiers, more especially the sick and 
nounded in the hospitats with copics 
ef the Seripteuves. 

3. The Prussier Bible Society 
formed wader the auspices of his Prus- 
sina Majesty. and with the patronage 
of the first officers of State, entered 
upon its operations by an animating 
address to the public. In less than a 

car twelve auxiliaries were instituted 
in the Prussian dominions. How 
mnueh their assistance is wanted may 
be conceived from the followmg fact, 
stated in the First Report of this So- 
ciety. "Phat among 18,000 German, 
Apa Polish. and 7.000 Lithuanian 
fuiiities in Rithuania, not a sirgle 
Bible wastes befound. 'The Committee 
have lately assisted this Institution 
with a donation of 3007. ferits Silesiaz 
a xiltaries. 

. The or a7 ja m Bible Society 
is dy! nigently eased in obtaining ace 
curate mfe dipakion, preparing a large 
€ dition of the Scriptures and erganiz- 

ng Auxiliary Societies. It is patron- 
7 ed by his Royal Highness the Duke 
of Cambridge, ad supported by the 
Ministers ef the Clown: and the vene- 
rabie President Baron Van Arnswaid, 
new cighty-lwo, animates its pracced- 
ings by his exemplary attention. 

The Duchy cf Brunswick Bible 
Soc same was C stablis shed on the wemo- 

rable #S8th of June, twe days subse- 
quent to the Ceath of the late much 
luniented duke, who had signified his 
iutenucn to become its patron. ‘This 
society is supported by persons of the 
highest classes, and of the most res- 
pectable characters. 
6. The proceedings of the Wurtem- 
Lerg Bible Society have displayed great 
zeal and activity. A very particular 


























avere disposed of in less thay six weeks. 
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inquiry has been instituted by its com- 
mittee into the want of the Scriptures, 
and measures taken to supply them. 
The committee have agreed te assist 
the Society by a donation ‘of 3902. 
For some copies.of the versions print- 
ed by the Society and presented to 
the King, the President has been 
honoared. wrth his thanks; and the 
Queen, to whem a similar present was 
offered, charged Dr. Steinkopit swith 
her sincere acknowledgments. 

7. Among the Catholics of Wurtein- 
berg, 7008 copies of the New Testa- 
ment have béen distributed, with the 
sanction of the episcopal authority, 
by the Rev. Leander Van Ess, Ca- 
tholic Prefessor of Divistity in the 
University of Marbury. Of the zeal 
manifested by this le: arned and pious 
man, it is impossible to speak without 
admiration. More than 60,000. copies 
of his Catholic Testament have been 
printed by his exertions, and fresh 
editions arein the press. His work is 

carried on under the sanction of epis- 


«opal authority, and he has had the 


happiness to witness the most pleasing 
fruits of his benevolence. The good 
effects have been so visible, that they 
have produced conviction in some Ca- 
tholic clergymen who were hostile to 
the circulation of the Scriptures, or 
who entertained doubts ef its utility. 
Professor Van Ess has exhibited a 
striking preof of a:candid mind, by 

devoting part of his funds to the sup- 
plying of poor Protestants with Lu- 
ther’s Bible. Similar commendatien 
is due to the Catholic Pastor, at Ratis- 
hon, Regens Wittman, whom ‘Dr. 


Steinkopff designates theefather of the 


fatherless, and a friend to the desti- 
tute. The editon of the New Testa- 
ment printed by him has proved very 
aeceptable in Catholic Germany.— 
More than 10,000 copies have been 
circulated; and an impression of 
20,000 copies will scarcely be suffici- 
ent to supply the present demand. 
The Rev. John Gossner of Munich, 
has also printed and circulated 106,000 
copies of the New Testament among 
the German Catholics, 5,000 of which 
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‘The committee have granted to the 
Rev. L. Van Ess £500 im addition to 
former grants; to R. Witman £200; 
and to the Rev. J. Gossner, £800 to 
enable them to print and-circulate the 
Scriptures. 

$. The Bremen, Hamburgh, Altona, 
and Taheck Bible Societies, are in full 
activity, and have proved highly benes 
ficial. 

9). Dr. Steirkkopff assisted at the for- 
mation of the six followmg Bible Sve 
cieties, viz. For the town and circle 
of Cleve, ecntaining 60,000 inhabit- 
ants; for Osnalerg, the population of 
which js, 130,000, composed of Cathe- 
lics and Protestants jointly ; for Koen- 
égsfield, in the Black Forest, and sur- 
rounded with many Catholic villages ; 
for Nassau Humierg, comprising a 
population of 350 000; for Frankjort, 
where a depository will be formed 
from which the neighbouring Bible 
Societies may be furnished with the 
Scriptures; for, Newvied and Wied 
Runkel, contaiming 2 population of 
about 35, 000. Ali these undertai Kings 
were countenanced by the ruling pow- 
ers. Six bundred and fifty pounds 
were given to assist those several So- 
cieties. 

10. The Societies in Switzerland, 
which came under the observation of 
Dr. Steinkopfivare those of Schaffhau- 
sen, St. Gail, Zurich and Basle: theiv 
procecdings exhibit great zea!, and 
they are liberally supported. They 
lrnve already circulated more than 
60,000 cepies of the Ser ipsares. Pro- 
testants and Catholics indiscriminate- 
ly receive them, and many of the Ro- 
man Catholic clergy have been ac- 
tive in their distribution. Gratifyinig 
proofs of the goodeffects produced by 
their benevolent labours have been re- 
ceived. A sum of £520 was giver 
them. Ata numerous mecting of tlic 
Basle Bible Soctety, in October last. 
several Jews attended and became 
subscribers. Dr. Steinkopff succeeded 
in establishing a distinct Bible society 
at Bern: to which the Committee 
have presented £200. The Societ 
of Chur has finished the Old Testa- 
ment In one Romanese dialect, ans 
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undertaken the printing of it in ano- 
ther. The general Bible Society has 
also been active. Another Bible So- 
ciety has been established at Neufs- 
chatel, under the sanction ef the civil 
and ecclesiastical authorities. A sim- 
ilar society has been organized among 
the W aldenses, 1 in the villages of Pied- 
mont, comprising thirteen parishes, 
with a population of 17,000 souls. To 
the society of Neufschatel the com- 
mittee hase presented £100, and to 
that of the, Waldense £200, 

Li. A grant has been made to the 
Protestant Consistory at Vienna in Bo- 
hemian, Polish, and German Bibles 
and Testaments, to the ainount of 3002. 
as well as adonation of , 500/. to the 
Vungarian Bible Institution at Pres- 


burg. A letter from the Baren of 


Testinak to the Presiden’, escribes the 
condition Of the ‘peopie as truly de- 
plo rable; and he urgently solicits the 
aid of the society for the support of 
Protestant schoo!s and churches in 
Hungary. The committee have as- 
sisted them in the only mode allowed 
by their rulers, that of supplying Bi- 


bles and Testaments. 


12. Sets of the Versions published 
by the British and Foreign Bibje So- 
ciety, together with its Annual Ke- 
ports, were presented by Dr. Stein- 
kopif to various Bible Societies, and 
to the following Universities and Pub- 
lic Libraries; viz. to the Universities 
of Tuebingen, Heide!berg, Basle, Vi- 
enna, Goettingen, the Public Libra- 
ry of Augsburg, the Royal Library of 
Munich, &c. The mission of Dr. 
Steinkopff! proved most welcome in 
every place which he visited. Itwould 
be imporsible to enter into the details. 
‘Tlie language of Dr. Amon, at Dres- 
den, conveys the general impression 
excited in favour of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society by his visits. * I 
clearly perceive,” he says, “ The just 
and comprehensive views which your 
noble Seciety have taken of the mise- 
ries and desolations of our times : you 
fix your eye on the primary cause of 
ali our misfortunes, and point out to 

s the heavenly power of that Divine 
Revelation which alone can support, 
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comfort, and bless us. May the bles- 
sing of Gop rest upon all our English 
friends !” 

13. The Saxon Bible Society has 
received the cordial support of gov- 
ernment, and had commenced its 
proceedings with vigour and judgmeitt, 
and many Branch Societies had been 
formed. The committee have assist- 
ed this Institution with £200. The 
Tenth Report of the committee had 
been transiated, and printed, at the 
expense of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, for circluation in Ger- 
many, by the committe of the Saxon 
Bible Society ; and they have since 
been requested to undertake the trans- 
lation of the Eleventh Report.

Journal of Abdool Messee for tie month 
of March, 1814. 


Sunday, March 6, 1814.—For some 
days past, all intercourse with the city 
has been nearly stopped from the tu- 
mult attending the Hindoo Festival 
of the Hooley. ‘To-day none but the 
Christians residing in and immediate- 
ly about the Ruttra attended Divine 
Worship. We had separate worship 
at home for those around us. 

March 7.—Molwee Munsoor and 
Moonshee Burruckut Ullah set out on 
their return to Meerut, intending to 
come back te spend some time here in 
study, with a view to qualify them- 
selves for the instruction of others. It 
had been decided that the Molwee 
should go back aione ; but, on Satur- 
day, the Moonshee said that he had 


hee led from sinful shameto wish not 


to return again at present to his for- 
mer friends ; but, reflecting in the 
night how happy he was in being 
brought to a knowledge of the truth, 
he could not be content unless he made 
an effort to bring some of his former 
associates to an acquaintance with it, 
and he perceived he ought to consider 
it an honour to be reproached for 
Christ. His general conversation since 
baptism has been expressive of thank- 
fulness and joy ; and of much gratitude 
to Abdool Messee, as the instrument 
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‘might have 


ef this good having been obtained by 
him. They have both attended, dai- 
lv, morning and evening, for reading 
the Seriptures. In the mernings they 
read through Romans and the Ephe- 
sians; in the afternoons, the Prophe- 
cies of Daniel and tlie Revelations. 
This man promises to be another Ab- 
dool Messee. 

To-day a letter arrived from Mr. 
Howley, detailing many ante: esting 
conversations with Mahometans and 
Hindoos owreligious subjects. The 
recent conversions and baptisms have 
created a stronz«ensation at Meerut. 

March 10.—This day.a letter arriv- 
ed from the Native Christian, who 
}.. oly attended the funeral at this ‘place 


from Guakier, begging for more copies 


of the Scriptures, especially of St. 
John’s Gospel, 

A. Molwee from Lucknow, passing 
through this piace, called on Abcool. 
We brought remembrances {rom some 
ef his former friends ; and earnest de- 
sires that he would repent of having 
become a Christian, and would cease 
to lead others to forsake Islam. The 
‘Mloiwee said, “ The English care no- 
thing abeut the matter. You .alone 
ure the auther of the discussions ex- 
cited in various places; and your 
friends wish to know what youimtend.” 
Abdool answered, that he intended, 
through the help of God, to go on pub- 
lishing the -Gospel to the end of his 
jife; and, added he, “ You ought rati- 
er to be excited to.consideration, froin 
the circumstance ofthe English in gen- 
eral caring little about the matter. 
ilad they wished people to. become 
Christians, you might have thought 
many were influenced by them, or you 
suspected that undue 
means were used to make converts: 
but now.that I, a person formerly of 
your own religion, and others have 
embraced Christianity, notwithstand- 
ing it gives us no respectability with 
the English, you might believe we 
have good reasons for what we have 
done.” Tke Molwee on going aavay 
begged for a copy of the Gospe Is, 
ahich was given him. 


Sunday, March 13, Is!4.--The 
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usual services : nothing remarkable oc- 
curred, 

March 15.—Public Worship having 
been appointed on Tuesday and Fri- 
day kivenings by candle light, this eve- 
ing an aged Geergiau, who is acquaint~ 
ed with the Armenian language,atiend- 
ed among others, and expressed him- 
self highly gratified. He has been liv- 
ing for some time iu the house of Geor- 
geen Beg, befove mentioned, who en- 
joys an estate given him by Govern- 
ment. ‘The son of G. B. appears tru- 
ly pious; and the above aged person 
has been employed, at his su "gestion, 
in comparing our-translations with the 
Scripturesin the Armenian ‘Language. 
Lhe correctness of the translations 
surprises the old-man, who says, he 
did not know before that the English 
understood any thing about true relis 
gion. His approbation of the transla- 
tions has evidentiy excited in some 
more confidence in them, act wil! 
have a good effect on that class of peo- 
ple around us. 

March 49.—A letter arrived to-day 
from the Armenian, a Captain in Sein- 
dia’s army, referred to Jan. 7th, ac- 
knowledging, with much thankfulness, 
the receipt of the Books; and also an- 
other, mentioning that there is a con- 
siderable demand for the Scriptures at 
Hansi, west of Delhi: many copies 
have been sent thither. An Armeni- 
an is also lately goue to that place 
from this, carrying with him some cop- 
ies of the Gospels, and a copy of the 
Catechism, all which he himself cari- 
estly begged leave to have. A letter 
from Mr. Bowley, dated the 10th, says, 
“ We go on with our Sunday Mee tings 
as well as could be expected. ‘Tlie 
baptised Byragee who lives-eight coss 
distant (about fifteen miles) has been 
with us, and had three of his former 
disciples with him at the chapel last 
Sunday. He seems to rejoice in his 
change, andto be very lively as a 
Christian. 

March 25.—A Mahometan of high 
family, who is Jately. come from Bar- 
cilly and Futtyghur, visited us. He 
had known Abdool Messee. before. 
Another respectable Mahometan, ficim 
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the same place, visited as lately on 
his way to Guaiier. He asked for 
and teok with him a copy of St. Mat- 
thew. 

Sunday, Mareh 27.—We have now 
to deplore, what was to be expected, 
the fall of some of the baptised from 
their stedfastness. For two months 
past Hydiut Messee, baptised 28th Au- 
gust last, has been ill with a dropsical 
complaint, as it is supposed. Having 
tried many medicines without benefit, 
an ald acquaintance, a Jogi Faqueer 
(Devotee) came to see him, and insis- 
ted thatthe was bew itched, and that 
for five rupees he would cure him by 
enchantment. The wife of Hyciut 
Messee unhappily was caught in ‘the 
svare; and the husband began, it 
seems, to allaw charms to be used for 
kis recovery. On this being discover- 
ed, they were warned and counsetied, 
buiin vain. At length they were told 
herore ell, that they must either cease 
from their practices, or be separated 
fiom the congreg: ition. In conse- 
quence, they yesterday removed them- 
selves to a ngighbouring village. Not 
n single cause of suspicion appeared 
before this. 

March 28.—The person from Bun- 
dlecund, who has been in attendance 
since the beginning of January, came 
to-day desiring baptism, as he has of- 
ten done. He wishes to return to his 

family ; and there is no one, he says, 
to admit him to the profession of Chris- 
tianity if he leaves this p'ace without 
baptism. The following questions 
were put to him :—* How long has 
this. desire of becoming acquainted 
with the Gospel been excited ?”’— Ans. 

“Upward ofa year.”—Q. “Do you 
remember how you were led to ~— 
an acquaintance with it ?”—A. 
Molwee (who was mentioned) is con- 
stantly, in private with his ‘friends, 
speaking in praise of the Christian 
Religion. Once I mentioned the Vir- 

gon Mary: the Molwee reproved me 
for not giving herthe usual title of Haz- 
rut Miriam. I asked why she should 
be thus honoured: he said, she was the 
Mother of Jesus, the Word and spirit 


of God. I asked him tite meaning of 
these expressions: he said, they ex- 
pressed Christ’s Divinity.” —@. “ Well, 

what think you of the Virgin Mary r? 

—A. (addressed to Abdool) “I think 
she was a sinner, like you and me; 
but honoured greatly in being the Mo- 
ther of the Lord. "—Q. “ What excel. 
lency have you seen in the Gospel a- 
bove the Koran, that you should em- 
brace Christianity ?”—A. “In truth, 
I never could understand the Koran, 
or the explanations given of it. Inone 


place, Jesus is calted the Spirit of God, 


which can be no otier than Gad him- 
self: in another place, he is called a 
mere Prophet. Now the Gospel I 
can understand, which speaks plainly 
of Christ, and appears to me the truth.” 
@. “But the Koran teaches that re- 
Inisswen of sins tsto be obtained by 
prayers and almsgiving: what think 
you of that doctrine ?”—Ans. “ As to 
almsgiving, it can do nothing in that 
point of view ; and Iam sure there is 
np way of forgiveness for a sinner, 
but through faith in the blood of 
Christ.” ~ 

March 50, 1814.—A letter received 
to-day froma neighbouring station has 
the following passage: “I am happy 
to tell you that the drummers go on 
better than I had any reason to ex- 
pect. Nine attended Worship in Hin- 
doostanee on Sunday; and fourteen 
Christian Boys and Girls are regular 
attendants in the lines, to hear the 
Scriptures, and iearn the Catechism. 
Six others occasionally go thither— 
twenty in all. 

March 31.—The person who visited 
me on the 25th, came again to-day. 
He said, among other things, that from 
what he had heard of the History of 
Christ through Abdool, he was inélin- 
ed to learnmore. A brief view of the 
Prophecies respecting our Saviour was 
read to him, and the former way of 
Worship by Sacrifices explained to 
him.—Schools as usual.

The following extrac: of a letter from a 
gentleman in Boston io his correspondent 
in Princeion, N. J. contains information 
too interesting, too gratifying to ‘he friends 
of the American Bible tuciety, and of re- 
vealed truth, to be long withheld from the 
public eye. From ‘he meeting of a few 
gentlemen on the 3d of Sept. last, at ihe 
Exchange Coffee House mm Boston, we see 
what great and animating consequences 
are likely to resul', A general meeting of 
the citizens of Boston, forthe purpose of 
patronizing our national institution, is an 
event of no ordinary magnitude. lt will 
have a powerful influence not on the New- 
England States alone; it will prompt to 
exertions of a like na.ure in the other sec- 
tions of the United Siates, and probably 
impress the members of the Philadelphia 
Dible Society, in favor of co-operating witha 
society, they once deemed “ useless and im- 
practicable ;” it will materially add to the 
ex:ension of that light,which is to enlighten 
every people and nation on the surface of 
the globe, and will be received from the 
shores cf Europe and Asia, with no small 
degree ofsatisfactio n. 


Boston, 27th Sept. 1816. 


“Dear Sir—The Massachusetts Bible 
Society have accepted the report of the 
cemmittee, which was “ that a connection 
be formed with the American Bible Society 
on ‘he terms specified in the third article of 
the constitution.” JT am happy to inform 
you that the report was accepted by an u- 
nanimous vote. Some little difficulty arose 
in regard to ihe constitution, of the word 
*¢ Jistricis,” but an explanation of the word 
by the Rev. Mr. € , agreeably to your 
interpretation of it, satisfied every doubting 
mind. 

After the report was accepted, the Rev. 
Mr. C moved that a commiitee be 
chosen hy the society to co-operate with 
any citizens who micht feel an interest in 
promoting the object of Lhe American Bible 
Sociesy. It was ,oted unanimously, ‘hat a 
eommitiee of seven be appoiated. ‘The fol- 
lowing gentlemen were according!ly elect- 
ed, viz :—Lieut. Gov. Phillips, the Rev. 
Mr. Chanoing, Mr. Grue, Mr. Tappan, Mr. 
H. Grey, and two others whose names [ 
cannot recollect. 

“The committee has agreed to mee! on 
Monday next, the commitiee ’ f the citizeus 
chosen at the Exchange foffee House, 
when you were present, by whom such 
measures will be recommended us will be 
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thought most expedient for collecting do- 
nations and subscriptions. Lt is expected 
that the Clergy of Boston and its vicinity, 
will address their congregations on the 
subject; afier which a general meeting of 
the citizens of Boston will be held at the 
State House. Presuming that this informa- 
tion will be gratifying to you, I have hast- 
ened to communicate it. We feel animated 
at the prospect. Our expectations, thus 
far, have been answered—we hope and 
pray that nothing may occur to damp our 
joy. Every thing is working right, ac- 
cording (@uour judgment. The Lord’s will 
be done.

School for the heathen youth. 


At the Meeting of the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions in 
Hartford, on the 18h, 19th and 20:h ult. 
the subject of establishing a school for the 
education of heathen youth in cur own 
country, with a view to the propagation of 
the Gospel among heathen nations, was 
taken into consideration; and it was de- 
termined by the Board to establish such a 
school. Agents were appointed, viz. the 
Hon. John Treadwell, Rev. Dr. Dwight, 
James Morris, Esq. Rey. Dr Chapin, Rev. 
Lyman Beecher, Rev. Charles Prentiss: 
and Rev. Joseph Harvey; who are aw- 
thorised to form a plan for establishing and 
conducting the School, and to put it into 
immediate operation. The doings of the 
agents are subject to the revision of the 
Board, to whom they are to make an annual 
report. All monies contributed for the 
support of the schools are to be remitted to 
the Treasurer of che Board. 

We understand th:ut two American In- 
dians, and five Owyheeans, some of whom 
have been, for several years, under a course 
ol private instruction in Connecticut, will 
be admitted into the school as soon as it 
shall be established. One of the Owy- 
heeans is a Prince, the son of a King of 
one of ihe Sandwich isiands. Tle was dis- 
covered a few weeks since in Boston, and 
sent on to join bis companions in Con- 
necticut. it has been proposed to the 
Board to take under their patronage, a 
young Chinese, now in New-York. It 
seems more probable, however, that he will 
be sent to England, where the London 
Missionary Socie'y are paying particular 
atteniiom to the education of Chinese 
youth. 


The course of education in the contem- 


plate’ School will be designed to prepare 
ihe ;oung men fe school-masters, and in 
some insiauces, for religious teachers, and 
wiil enable them on their return to their 
naiive country (whi.her they will be sent 
alter their education is finished) to intro- 
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duce the improvements of civilized life, 
and the pure blessings of ( hristianity. We 
trast that this new and interesting object 
will receive a liberal support from the bene- 
volea: public.

of meeting their Creator in regions of un- 
clouded light; they who expect to be ad:

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In the town of Greenwich, N. , a very 
considerable revival of religion bas lately 
been experienced. It is chiefly confined 
to the Baptist society. Elder Barber, 
their pastor, siates, in a letter to the editor 
of the Hamilton Gazette, that * since the 
20th January last, two hundred and thirteen 
members have been added to the church un- 
der his care. 





Memoirs of the Rev. Elijah Wood, late 
minister of Southbury. 


Mr. Elijah Wood, son of Nathaniel! 
Wood, was born at Otis, in the State 
of Massachusetts, Nov. 14, in the year 
1784. His mother was hopefully pious, 
watched over and instructed her chil- 
dren in religion with much care and 
atiention. But she died and left him 
about eleven years of age. This event 
was a great calamity to the children, 
as it deprived them, at a tender age, 
of her maternal cave and instruction. 
Just previous to her death the family 
removed to Nobletown, Columbia 
County, State of New-York, where 
the habits of the people had an un- 
favourable influence on the morals of 
the children. After staying in this 
place about five years, Mr. Wood's 
father removed to Canaan in the sane 
County. He was now about 16 years 
of age. From this time till he was 
about 23 he “ walked according te the 
course of this world.” Living in a 
public house, at a distance from the 
stated worship of the sanctuary, he 
became not only very thoughtless and 
careless, but very negligent of the 
common means ef grace. In the 
autumn before he was 21, he was very 
unexpectedly and violently seized 
with epiliptic fits, which greatly im- 
paired his constitution. In conse- 
quence: of this he made, in the April 
following, a voyage to sea; and re- 
turned after about 8 months quite res- 
tored to health. We mention this as 
affording a useful hint to others who’ 
mav be exercised in the same way. 
From the November following he was 
engaged in a school until the next 
May. In August 1807, by a very af- 
flictive dispensation of Providence he 
was brought under deep concern for 
his soul, and hopefully brought to em- 
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brace the Saviour of sinners as he is 
offered in the gospel. He made a 
public profession of his faith in Christ, 
and a solemn dedication of himself to 
flim in baptism in December follow- 
ing. This winter he was again en- 
caged in a school, where he maintain- 
ed a morning and evening devotion 
with those under his care. 

We now come to a new era in his 
life, auc some incidents may deserve 
notice which led him to loek to the 
Christian ministry, and which, as steps 
in Divine Providenc e, have brought 
him into that sacred enek, After be- 
ing h opelul v brought “ into the glori- 
ois liberty of the Sons of God,” he 
imbibed a dee pconcern for others who 
were apparently vet in bondage. He 
frequently took a part in the prayers 
ant exhortations of social religious 
mectigs, to the acceptance of amany 
and auch to the edification of his 
Christian brethren. At this time he 
was advised by a very venerable and 
pious clergyman, to think of preparing 
for the work of the ministry. His own 
resources were very limited, so much 
so, as to forbid any expectation of ac- 

complishing so great an undertaking. 
liowever, in October 1808, he com- 
meneed study with a private instruc- 
tor, the clergyman where he lived. 
These stt dies he pursued until the 
June fodlowing, when the Lord, in the 
patronage of the Hon. Stephen Van 
Kenssalaer of Albany, opened a door 
for his preparations for future useful- 
viess. Afier studying with much dili- 
gence and success the Latin and Greek 
danguages, with a variety of other 
curly classics, he entered a member 
of the Junior class at William’s Col- 
tege, in September 1810. The next 
August, by intense study, he was at- 

tacked by some alarming pulmonic 
symptoms, which eventuated in a se- 
vere sickness. So low was he brouglit 


by this sickness, that the most skilful 
physicians despaired of his life. His 
rmaind, established by Divine grace, 
was calm in the near view of death. 
but by a very unexpected interposi- 
tien of Providence, he was again re- 
stored to hea'th, 


He then resumed 
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his studies at College, and_ grad. 
uated in September 1812. Having 
procured a system of theological 
questions, he returned to his fir. 
ther’s house; read books, and wrote 
dissertations sermon-wise on_ those 
questions. Toward the last of Sep. 
dember, he put himself under the 
care and instruction of the Rev. Dr. 
Hyde, of Lee. Here he continued 
his studies until the last of January 
next following ; when he returned to 
his fathers, and was married to Betsey 
Aylsworth of Canaan, New-York. 
On the 34 Tuesday in February he 
received lacense to preach as a candi- 
date for the Christian ministry, from 
the ministers of the Berkshire " Asso- 
e,ation. After preaching a few times 
in his own, aad some neighbouring 
towns, he came into the State of Con- 
necticut ; took a line of introduction 
from Mr. Beecher, of Litchfield, to the 
people in Southbury. An immediate 
doer was epened hefore him in this 
place. ‘The people had been recently 
deprived of a very useful, faithful, 
and godly minister, the Rey. Mr. 
Wildman. Sm: arting under this af- 
flictive providence, they had made ne 
systematic provision to supply the 
pulpit. Mr. Wood preached with 
them, and was happily instrumental 
of promoting an increased attention 
to the means of grace. He then made 
a short visit with hisfriends at Canaan ; 
but pursuant to an agreement with 
the people at Southbury he returned 
and continued his labours with them, 
Some few cases of unusual thought- 
fulness had oecurred previous to Mr. 
Wood’s preaching here, but through 
the blessing of God, his labours were 
instrumental of awakening many 
more. The state of the church was 
low at Mr. Wildinan’s death, consist- 
ing of 33 members; 9 only of this 
number were males. During the 
summer, several obtaimed hopes of be- 
ing subjects of recovering grace. The 
church was roused from its slumbers, 
and the people became remarkably 
united in Mr. Wood. They gave 
him a call to setile with them in the 
work of the ministry, which he ac- 
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cepted; and was ordained on the 4th 
of August 1813; just one year from 
the time of Mr. Wildman’s death. 
Very considerable accessions were 
madeto the church; diseipline was 
revived, and in less than two years its 
numbers were more than doubled. 
Mr. Wood’s labours were abundant. 
He preached two public discourses on 
ihe Sabbath, and commonly had a 
conference at 5 o’clock or an evening 
lecture. His people became more 
aud more attached to him, and he to 
them. Few men have ever been more 
interested in the work of the Christian 
ininistry, and very few for the time 
have laboured with such persevering 
diligence in it. But his efforts were 
doubtless beyond his strength. His 
constitution, which was feeble before, 
was greatly injured by them. While 
some err by not doing all they are 
able to do, others doubtless vo beyond 
their strength. In this Mr. Wood has 
probably erred. He had scarcely been 
settled a year, when he began fo de- 
cline, He was attacked with a disorder 
in the kidneys and other complaints. 
Although frequently subjected to great 
pain, he continued his minister ial la- 
hours, with some interruptions, until 
the latter part of February 18105, 
afver which he was not able even to 
ineet with his people in social worship. 
In the sickness with which he was 
visited while a member of Callege, his 
inind was uncommonly serene. ‘Then, 
although his prospects in a worldly 
view were flattering, he had not so 
many tics to bind him to the earth.

Every 
thing in their power, which could 
contribute to his coneit, or that of 
his family, was done with the wlinest 
readiness.

Lue 
brethren in Wie miliary were pui- 
ticularly attentive and hind 5 but a 
wards the close ef his life, Me. Woo 
was visited with a disorder in his hee 
which rendered it more paintul for 
him to converse, or hear conversation. 
‘To a brother in the iainistry ia ene of 
his last visits,in answer to the question 
how he then felt in his nnd he re- 
plied—* I feel like a poor unworthy 
sinner, but I] think &£ can trust in the 
mercy of God to’ sinners through 
Jesus Christ.” . Much of his tine, 
when awake, he appeared to spoud 
mn mental prayer. ‘To the writes 
who, during several! of the 
of his life, was almost constautly wich 
him, he once said, after Leing tor 
same time engaged apparentiy in ter- 
vent mental devotion—* | have been 
long trying to overcome the world.” 
It was replied —“ Christ has overcome 
the world ;” and “ this is the victory 
which overcometh the world even our 
faith.” In peusive siieuce le seemed 
to say, “ Lord I believe, Leip thou 
mine unbelief!” 

Little alteration was disceverable 
m his case, except a constant diminu~ 
tion of his strength. Having “ set 
his house in order” by such tempora! 
arrangements as he wished to make, 
he rested with composure the last 
Sabbath of his life; he could yet sit 
up two, or three hours in a day. On 
Monday morning a yery sudden and 
unexpected alteration appeared, He 
lost his reason, and with it all intelli- 
gible language; a very sivgular cir- 
cumistance in cases of delirium. In 
this affecting state he remained with 
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little variation until about 11 o clock 
A. M. on Thursday, when a very la- 


borivus breathing commeneed. ‘Phis - 


continued with increasing violence 
ull just before 12, when ‘he fell 
asleep in the arms of death. His 
funeral solemnities were attended on 
Friday tf following by a large concourse 
of people; many brethren in the 
ministry were present. A sermon was 
pr eached on the occasion by the Rev. 
Bennet Tyler of South Britain, from 
Isa. lv. 10, 11.' He has left a wife with 

a little heipless babe, and a large 
rt of other relatives to mourn. 
But perhaps his afiectionate disa 
poiited flock are most sensibly affec- 
ted by his death. Ail their fond 
hopes ‘and pleasing anticipations res- 
pecting him are blasted at a stroke — 
Thus this people in less than three 
years have been deprived of two 
ministers*. 

Mr. Wood was a laborious, inte- 
resting preacher, and a man of more 
than common promise to the church. 
His sermons, not however, the most 
zccurately written, were delivered 
with unusual warmth. His prospects 
of comfort and usefulness in the minis- 
try were flattering; but “ his daysare 
past, his purposes are broken off, even 
the thoughts of his heart.” “ He was 
not sufiéred to continue by reason of 
death.” May his early and unexpect- 
ed call from his work excite survivors 
on the walls of Zion to greater dili- 
gence in ministerial duties. May they 
not forget that their posts, like the 
priest’s garments of Aaron, will soon 
be given to others, and that they also 
must give account of their steward- 
ship! “He which testifieth these 
things saith, Surely | come quickly.” 
May we be able to subjoin with the 
full assurnnee of hope, “ Amen, even 
so come Lord Jesus !”

Society for instructing 
and clothing the poor, which had 
previously been formed in the town.

Copy of a letter from the Rev. Samuel 
Newell, a Missionary in India, to Mr, 
Reuben Smith, of Ballston, dated 
Bombay, Dec. 8, 1815. 

Your kind letter of the 19th of 
March reached me some time ago, 
and afforded me much pleasure. I 
should have answered it immediately, 
but as brother Hall was writing to 
Princeton about that time, | thought 
it might be as well to wait a little, as 
he probably communicated to your 
society all the information we had to 
communicate then. Before you get 
this you will probably know that f am 
at Bombay with brother Hall, and that 
brother Nott is on his way to America. 
I can new inform you that we are at 
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length permanently established in 
jombay by the authority or rather 
permission of the Court of Directors. 
This joyful nformation was commun 
cated to us a few days ago by Sir E. 
Nepean the governor ef Bombay. We 
now hope for an addition to.eur num- 
ber, especially since brother Nott has 
leftus. There is every reason to hope 
and expect that two or three more of 
our brethren weuld be permitted to 
settle here and join us in. the glorious 
work of preaching Christ to the Hea- 
then. We need an addition to our 
present establishment very much.— 
We have three great objects before us, 
the ministration of the word of life to 
u great multitude of people wholly 
viver to idolatry; the instruction of 
ihe risurg generation, by the estab lish- 
ment and superiutendauce of schoo!s ; 
and the translation, and printing of the 
scriptures in the Mabyatta language. 
We have made a beginning in these 
three departments of our work, but 
we feel that two men are insufficient 
to prosecute so arduous a task with 
facility and dispatch. The harvest is, 
great indeed, and the Ixbourers few. 
With respect to Persia, concerning 
which you make some enquiries, the 
king of course is a Mahometan, but 
he seems to be very tolerant to Christ- 
ians. I have written home a great 
deal concerning Western Asia, and 
you may probably see my communi- 
eations on that subject before this 
reaches you—this must be my apology 
for not enlarging on that point here. 
You will perceive by the multitude of 
business we have on our hands, that 
we have not much leisure for writing. 
We shall endeavour however in our 
hasty way, to answer all the letters 
we receive from our friends. Believe 
me, dear sir, I was truly gratified with 
your letter, and I beg you will do me 
the favour to write again by the first 
convenient opportunity.

lence of the conjirgal and maternal 
relations, as regulated by the holy 
Gospel of Jesiis Chvist. 

‘The Missienary Society owes mucle 
to the liberality ef Christian females 
in London and 3» many parts of the: 
country, who, by associating in Avxi- 
liavy Societies, have attorded material 
aid to the funds of the Listitution..

with great solemnity, entered the ear 
that was opened, as a clap of tinender. 
Tt struck him with irresistibic torce; 
his hand was involuntarily kept from 
returning to his ear; and, feeling an 
impression he had never known be- 
fore, he presently withdrew the other 
finger, »nd hearkened with deep at- 
¢ention to the discourse that followed. 
That day was the beginning of days 
to him; from that moment a change 
wasproduced upon him, which could 
not but be noticed by all his former 


companions. He never from that day, 
returned to any of his former prac- 
tices, never afterwards was seen in: 
liquor, or heard to swear, but began 
to pray and hear and read the word 
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of God. For many years he walked 
all weathers to Church, where he re. 
ceived the jirs: knowledge of u dying 
Redeemer, and salvation through his 
name. After wbout eighteen years 
faithful and ciose walk with God, lic 
died rejoicing in hope,and blessed Hum, 
who seut a mean insect to epen his ears 
to instruction.
